Noproig, November6.—To The Aflanta Consti- 
tution.—Aquiet butintensely exciting election in 
this city resulted in a coalition or Mahonite vic 
tory, by three huadred and one majority.

THE SITUABION IN BANVILLE. : 
RICHMOND, November 6,—After the proclamation 
of yesterday of the mayor of Danville announcing 
his arrangements for preserving the peace, and 
stating that these arrangements were deemed com- 
plete and reliable, A. M. Wheeler, acting chairman 
of the jiberal coalition party, and George C. Cabell, 
charman of the democratic party of the city, re 
quested the mayor, as an additional means of pre- 
serving the peace, to forbid any assembly of men of 
either party, white or colored, at the public speak- 
ing, parade, or procession, till the 5th instant, and 
such orders have been issued. A message from Gov- 
@rnor Cameron was received by City Sergeant Wood 
* Jast night statirg that he (the governor) had ordered 
treops to be sent here from Richmond, 
to which Captain Wood replied, after 
consulting with leading cilizens, that it 
was not necessary tosend the troops. This morn- 
ing, however, the Richmond Light Infantry, the 
Blues anda section of the Richmond Howitzer 
company, with arms and equipments, came up 
from Kichmond. A piece of artillery is planted on 
Main street, near the Arlington hotel. The coali- 
tion judges efelection having declined to serve, 
others have been appointed, andthe voting went 
on quietly. Very few negroes voted. At oue ward 
where the negroes have a large registered majority, 
not more than a dozen votes have been given. 
HOW THE VOTING PROGRESSED.

THE MEANING OF THE ELECTION. 

The election in this state today has been the 
most exciting One since 1569, when the Conservative 
party was organized with Gilbert C. Wajkeras their 
candidate for governor, against the republican 
party, with H, H. Wells as their candidate, which 
resulted in a victory for the conservatives. One 
entire branch of the legislature, the house of dele- 
gaies, and halfof the senate have to be elected. 
This legislature reapportions the state for Congres 
gional representation, aud elects most of the heads 
of the siate departments. The new senators will also 
vote on the next election of United States senator. 
Mahone leads one paty, composed of white mev 
known as readjusters, and negroes, wkoof course 
are republicans, On the other haud, the democrats, 
all whites, are strongly united. Never before in the 
history of Virginia has the race issue been as 
gtrovgly forced upon the people as now. This time 
it has been a distinct feature, being of the most in- 
texsecharacter. The readjuster leaders have made 
itan open queston, and to this may be ascribed the 
great interest in the pending election. Men who 
for years have not taken an interest in state con- 
tests, and who otherwise would not care for the re- 
guilt are now thoreughiy alive to the ques- 
tion whether Virginia shall be ruled 
by whites or pass into full. control of the. blacks 
‘This question has engendered the most bitter par‘i 
sanship, and the result is looked forward to wiih 
the deepest concern. This is the vital issue in to- 
day’s election, which otherwise would be flat aud 
‘gninteresting. The vote through the state will be 
unusually large, due to the two-fold cause of the 
great interest in the contest and the recent abolition 
of the’ payment of capitation taxes as a prerequisite

The election in this state general'y passed off 
very quietly, as far as heard from,although the con- 
test has been one of the most spirited In the history 
of the commonwealth. The indications are that 
the democrats have carried the . state, as 
the returns ai hand show’ considerable 
democratic gains. The official returns from 18 
precincts in this city, and the estimated vote of the 
remaining 8 precincts, show a total vote cf about 
13,000, and an average majority of nearly 2,500 for 
the democrats. For the legislature Manchester 
gives a democratic majority of 440, a 
democratic gain of 166, over the 
Massey and Wise vote of last 
year. A despatch from Winchester says the demo- 
crats have carried that place for the first time in 
seven years,and thatthe democratic majority in 
the county of Frederick will be 1,000. The follow- 
ing cities also give democratic majori- 
ies: Portsmouth Stauuton $21, 
Alexandria 633, Fredericksburg 291, 
Lynchburg, 46. Charlotte and Halifax counties, 
which, in the last election, were carried by the co- 
alitionists, are reported as having gone 
democratic, the gains being 900 and 
79 respectively. In the Chesterfield 
senatorial district the democrats have made large 
gains, and expect to elect Warwick over Flanagan, 
coalitionfst. This would beja gain of one senator. 
The most hotly contested senatorial dis- 
trict in the state has also been carried 
by the democrats. The contest was 
between General W. McWickham, who was sup 
ported by the democrats, and Colonel Jones, read- 
juster. The democrats expect to have a majority 
in the senate’ and probably in the house 
of delegates. The coalitionists, on the 
other hand, claim that they will 
control the house by small majorities and the sen- 
ate by one ortwo. Neither side, however, has as 
yet received information enough to justify any 
positive statement. 

DEMOCRATIC GAINS ALL OVER. 

The election passed off quiet, altheugh there was 
an uuusually large vote polled. There are 13 cities 
in thestate, ali of which show democratic gaius, 
even Norfolk, and out of 100 countiesin the com- 
monwealth, not one-fourth bave reported. The offi- 
cial yote forthe respective siokets i Riehmond 
was democratic, 7,883; readjuster, 5,272; democrat- 
ic majority 2,611.

At the time wegoto press it ap- 
pears that only part of the democratic state ticket is 
probably elected, and this by a majority of only

PRESIDENT ARTHUR’s VIEWS. 

WASHINGTON, November 6.—The following ed- 
itorial in yesterday’s Capitol claims to give Presi. 
dent Arthur’s ideas on the political outlook. Itis 
attracting considerable attention here: 

“The election in Virginia interests the presiden | 
more than any event which has occurred since his 
administration began. Heis deeply anxious that 
Mahone should be sustained at the polls by a de- 
eided majority. In such success he sees the only 
hope of handing over his - office to a republican 
successor. He will regard a victory for Mahone on 
Tuesday asa sure indication that Virginia’s vote 
will be cast next year for the nominee of the repub- 
lican convention and thus vindicate the only 
policy the administration has presumed to have. 

‘‘He has not been unmoved by the sharp criticism 
of the independent press upon his alliance with 
Mahone, nor bas he been unmindful of the fact 
that very many of his partisan friends have doubted 
the wisdom of his indorsement of Mahone and his 
methods; but neither kind of objectors have atany 
time affected his purpose to do all that he could to 
aid a liveral policy in Virginia and elsewhere. 

‘‘To him the political proplem of 1884 is a very 
simple one. He believes that the Cundidate of the 
next national republican couvention, whoever he 
may be, may safely count on receiving the electo- 
ral vote of every state that voted for Garfield and 
Arthur in 1880, except the states of New York and 
Indiaua. The vote of the latterstate was not nec- 
essary to an eclectian, and itneed not be now con- 
sidered asa factor in the p@blem. He counts

‘The only factor, then, to be considered is the 
loss of York Subtract her thirty-five votes 
from Garfield and add them to Hancock and there 
would have been a democratic instead of a republi- 
Mr. Arthur does not believe that any 
republican can be named who can carry New 
York in 1884.

THE KANSAS CYCLONE, 


The Terrible Destruction Which was Made Along the 
Path of the Storm. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., November 6.—A special to 
the Journal from Springfield says: Shortly after 2 
o'clock yesterday evening this city was visited bya 
destructive cyclone. The storm struck the woolen 
mills, destroying a portion of the buildings, and 
doing great damage to the machinery. It then 
passed a little to the north, demolishing a number 
of residences, striking Division street at the corner 
of Booneville street. The storm followed a line 
between upper and north Spriugtield, for three 
blooks, leveling the dwellings in both towns. Then 

tending a little to the tornado 
passed to Bridgetown, a suburb of north Spring- 
ficld. The total estimated be- 
tween $150,000 $250,000. There were 
probably seven persons killedand mauy injured 

The new cigar factory of F. O. Stricker and his resi- 
dence were completely demolished. The family 

were absent at the time. A number ef employes 
of the factory were injured. St. Mary's Catholic 
church was wrecked, Great damage, it is reported, 
has been done at Brooklin and Republic, in the 
southwestern partofthe county. Telephone com- 
munication between those points and Springfield 
is destroyed. Hazeldel! schoolhouse, west of this 

city, was blown down. There were fifty children 

in the bullding but none of them were seriously 
hurt. Their escape was most miraculous. The 
path of the storm: wasonly a few yards in width, 
but wherever it struck the ruin was complete. 
A publie meeting for the rehef of the sufferers has 
been called for to day. 

DETAILS OF THE CYCLONE. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., November 6.—A special to the 
Herald from Republic says, the cyclone passed 
about a mile north of this place. The house of 
John Ingles was blowfi down, not one stick being 
left on another, and the contents scattered to the 
winds. The new house and barn belonging to 
Jefferson Wallace were entirely demolished. The 
house of Mrs, Linda Youngblood was blown down 
No person was killed outright at these houses, but 
all the inmates were seriously injured. The Herald 
correspondent at Brookline reports that the cyclone 
passed this vicinity at 2:10 p.m. yesterday, sweep- 
ing everything in its course. It pass.d west of the 
town. Its path was 300 yards wide. It blew James 
Garlins house entirely away. The family were 
ubipjured except Mr, Garlins, who was severely 
wounded. The top of Philip Garlins’s nouse 
was blown off and his entire croup of wheat blown 
away.

The Supreme Court Decides that John Thomas, of 
Campbell County, Must Hang. 

Yesterday the supreme court rendered a de- 
cision in the case of John Thomas, who was 
eonvicted of murder in Campbell superior 
court and sentenced to be hanged. The su- 
preme court afirmed the judgment of the 
court below and Thomas will go the way of 
all the earth ifthe governor does not inter- 
fere to save his life. 

On the 25th of December, 1882, Thomas 
shot and killed Lindsey Weuver. He was 
tried and found guilty and was sentenced to 
be hanged last spring but his case was car- 
ried to the supreme court. The execution 
was ordered to be private, and it is supposed 
that the next sentence will embrace the same 
order. 

There were two murder cases sent up from 
the Coweta circuit to this term of the court 
in which there were no recommenda- 
tio to mercy. The other case 
was that of Pleasant M. Turner, or Tobe Tur- 
ner as he is better known, who killed Shut- 
tles in Meriwether county.

Au Interesting Case to Come Up tu the Supreme 
Court To Day Touching the Bond. 

The case of the state against the 
Rome will come up in the supreme court to- 
ad [The bank of Ronie was the state adepos- 
itory that went under two or three 5 
with a deposit of $55,000 belonging to 
state. A wumber of interesting questious 
will come up, the leading question being the 
liability of the securities on the bond of the 
bank. One exceedingly interesting feature is 
presented. The securities claim tha. 
they are released because the 
signature of Mrs. Deason tothe bond was a 
forgery. She allegesthat the signature was 
forged, but the notary public who attested 
the signature swears positively that he has 
known Mrs. Deasor for a long time and that 
she did sign the bond in his presence.

The bank has now paid all except twenty- 
three thousand dollars of the $55,000 due the 
state at the time of the failure.

The bank failed for about a hundred and two 
thousand dollars, due the state, butse far has 
brough: the indebtedness down only to aboui 
sixty thousand dollars.

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THE CAPITOL. 


Architeeis Inquiring as to Plaa«e—Further lime Ask-« 
ed—The Commissioners’ Meeting. 

The advertisement of the capitol commis- 
sioners asking for plans and specifications for 
the state house has attracted the attention of 
aichitects all over the country. A large num- 
ber of letters has been received by Governor 
McDaniel, as ex-ollicio chairman of 
the board, They come from architects 
in thirty or more localities. New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Chicago, Baltimore, De- 
troit, Cincinnati, Louisville and other large 
cities are represented in the correspondence, 
while letters haye come from architects in as 
small places as Fernandina, Fia. In their 
advertisement the coumissioners do not spe- 
cify what sort of building they want. Conse- 
quéntly nearly all the letters received thus 
lar have been in the nature of inquiries, Ail 
kinds of questions are asked, some of them of 
the mositrifling character. One very nervous 
architect wants to know what guarantee he 
has for fair play and an impartial decision. 
Mostof the letters, however, inquire how 
the capitol must be constructed to meet the 
wants of the state. That is, how large tae 
halls of the house and _— senate, the 
supreme courtroom,the library and the quar- 
ters of the various departments will probably 
be desired, how many rooms will be needed, 
etc. The commissioners have not issued any cir- 
cular covering these points and in answering 
the letters, the acting secretary,Mr. W.H. Har- 
rison, has written replies Of a general charac- 
ter cataloging the various departments of the 
state gevernment, the number __i of 
representatives and senators, the number of 
legislative committees, and giving other gen- 
eral information. From the points thus 
given some idea can be had by any architect 
of what kind of building Georgia wants to 
get for her million of good money. Thetime 
for the submission of plans is limited in the 
advertisement to the 19th of December. 
Several architects have requested an extension 
of this limit, and the question of giving thir- 
ty days more will be discussed atthe next 
meeting of the commission, which will occur 
on the 5th of December. 

To the eal] for Spe cimens of stone, marble 
and granite, there have been several replies 
received. The specimens must be 8 inch 
cubes, one side polished and one side hammer 
dressed. The best quarries in ie -south 
and several in the north and west will enter 
the competition. All stone specimens must 
be sent to Atlanta, with shipping charges pre- 
paid, by the oth of December. So that when 
the commissioners next come together they 
will have a fine variety of material from 
which to choose.

The case of Mrs. Margaret Johnson ys. B.

Her petition 
sets forth the fact that during the year 1882, 
her son, then a minor, did enter Johnson’s 
place of business om Marietta street, common- 
ly known as the *‘Reading Room,” where he 
purchased intoxicating liquors for his own 
use, and where he drank and become jintoxi- 
cated, She further alleges that -at the time 
her son purchased his first drink of Jiquor at 
the ‘‘Reading Room’’ he was working ata 
trade whereby he earned twelve dollars per 
week, which was the support of the family, 
and that he became so fond of liquor that 
he became a habitual drunkard, and in con- 
sequence thereof was discharged from his 
place. The petition further declares that 
by the liquor he purchased at the ‘Reading 
toom” he has been made _ worthless 
and an eye sore and =heart ache to 
bis mother; that his conduct is wrecking her 
health and destroying her happiness. She 
goes further, saying that the liquor was fur- 
nished her son in violation of the law pro- 
hibitingthe saleof liquorto aminor, and 
that those who sold him the liquor must have

ip our search for news we dropped into Colonel 
Adair’s office on Wall street, and found on his ta- 
ble some of the finest specimens of iron ore we 
have ever beheld. Witha reporter’s curiosity we 
inquired what does this mean, and where are they 
from? 

Colonel Adair said, ‘‘Waita moment and I will 
tell you all about them. During the war I rode 
irom Atlanta to Tuseumbia, Ala., by way of Tus- 
caloosa, and was impressed with the idea from 
what the natives told me that iron ore was in great 


abundance on the tributaries of the Warrior and 
Tombigbee rivers south of fuscumbia. ‘wo years 
ago Captain John A. Grant, then superintendent 
of the Memphis and Charleston railroad, gave me 
an account of a horse-back ride through whe 
mouniains from Tuscumbia to Birmingham, and 
the marvelous quantities of coal and iron he saw 
duriug his trip. Sometime ago! saw it published 
that Kk. C. and W. 8S. Gordon had procured a dona- 
tionof alarge number of acres of mountain land 
in the hills south of Tuscumbia upon condition 
within agivea time they would construct a that 
narrow gauge railroad from any point 
on the Memphis and Charleston railroad south to 
the Franklin county line. Last week Walter Gor- 
dou met me in the street,and said his company had 
bought about 2,500 acres of land on the south hank

Just atthe 
foot olf Muscle shoals, where the Tennessee river 
curves to the northwest,! found a beautiful plateau 
of land 100 feet above bigh water mark, with four 
miles frouting on the river,and commanding a mag- 
hiticent view of distant mountaius, valleys and 
navigable water. The ground was just undulating 
enough to drain itself thoroughly, with beautiful 
elevations for building sites; a portion of it in 
native forest groves, the balance in cl-ared land 
that brings three-fourths of a bale of cotton to the 
aere. Within the four miles frontage 
ou the river there are three depressions giving easy 


Several bold springs, above high water mark run 
from the land into the river. Near the center of 
ihe site there is elevated ground upon which a 
reservolr can be placed at trifling expense, that 
will carry Water by gravity into a three story build 
ing ou any other part of the ground, The réservotr 
can be supplied from the celebratea Tuscumbia 
springs, but a short distance from the spot.
